TOKIO, March 26—A large propor­ 
tion of the citizens of Tokio are suf 
faring frx m a bad case of earthquake 
complex, which in no marvel when one 
realizes how their city has been treat­ 
ed by Mother Earth in the teat abf 
months.

Less than 
persons died in Tokio in this 
smaller quake, but about half tfei 
deaths were due to efforts to escapt 
rather than to the quake itself. A stu­ 
dent jumped from a high window and 
was killed. One man, dashing from hb 
hou<e at the first shock ran in froht of 


.1 moving tramcar and died. A mother 
crazed by fright choked her infant to 
death. Two reports af death gave the 
cause as fright. There were a tew 
minor injuries to foreign > residents, 
all but one or two due to jumps from 
windows or collisions in ‘the dark. 
The general nervousness which these 
Incidents illustrate contributes almost 
as much to the'discomfort of life irt 
Tokio arf the physical results of the 
gscat.earthqugkn.

, E. M. Tuttle, a local farmer, has on 
exhibítion a small white fish that was 
drawn up by tho force pump from 
Mi well. The well is 61 feet deep, 
and 27 feet of the depth is through 
solid rock. Mr. Tuttle is a weU known 
truck farmer. He stated he believes 
there is some 'kind of .underground 
stream in 'the neighborhood of 
the 
bottom of his well, and that the fish 
of the stream at times have a passage 
way from the stream to the well. The 
care of blind fish said to live in un­ 
derground streams was Cited. 
Éi*. Tuttle declared that at differ­ 
ent times in the past, his pump has 
drawn up fish bones as large as tooth­ 
picks. He said that it is impossible to 
use tho water of the well at times 
unti the fish disappeared. 
None of the 
having the larger 
bohe* have as yet been drawn through 
the small force pump. Mr. T u'tle 
stated. The fish he has on exhibition 
is only about an inch and a half long 
and it is perfectly White. The little 
fish was dead wtmn brought to the 
Cities. 1 was caught on Tuesday. Mr. 
Tuttle stated he had cften times, put , 
the live fish that he would pump up. | 
into water, seeking to nourish Uem, 
but that the strange creatures al­ 
ways died in a dgy or so.
